KEYS  TO  DELIVERY  BOXES 

POST  OFFICES. 

Post  Office  Department, 
Washington',  l>.  C„  March  20,  1901, 

Order  No.  354. 

That  all  renters  of  Jock  boxes  and 
drawers  he,  and  are  hereby,  prohibited 
from  using  keys  not '  regularly  obtained 
by  themselves  from  their  respective  post- 
masters ;  that  after  April  1,  1901,  each 
postmaster  shall  inform  the  renters  of 
lock  boxes  and  drawers  at  his  post  office 
that  all  except  regular  manufacturers  of 
post  office- furniture  and  fixtures  are  en- 
joined from  making  or  causing  to  lie  made 
any  key  or  appliance  by  the  tisxrof  which 
any  lock  box  or  drawer  in  a  post  office 
may  be  unlocked  or  opened  ;and  that  the 
several  prohibitions  of  this  order,  shall 
each  constitute  a  condition  to  the  renting 
and  continued  use  of  lock  boxes  and 
drawers,  to  whii  li  all  applicants  must 
agree  when  renting  or  rerenting  a  lock 
box  or  drawer.

The  brawn  and  muscle-of  the  Amer- 
ican Collegians  proved  to  be  too 
much  tor  the  Oxford-Cambridge 
team  at  Berkeley  Oval  last  Wednes- 
day, the  Americans  winning  six  out 
of  nine  events  on  the  programme. 
One  point  was  counted  tor  each  fi/st 
place  so  that  Harvard  and  Yale  de- 
leated  their  English  opponents  by  a 
.score  cf  6  to  3. 

Between  the  American  universities 
the  honors  were  equally  divided,  Har- 
vard, and  Vale  each  winning  three 
events.  Cambridge  captured  all  the 
points  falH-ng  to  the  English  team, 
Oxford  not  being  able  to  score  a  sin- 
gle first.  ' 

The  score  in  the  track  events  was 
as  follows:  120  yards  hurdle  won  by 
Converse,  Harvard-  time  15  3-5  sec- 
onds. 100  yards  dash,  won  by  Har- 
grove, Yale— time  10  1-2  seconds. 
Half  mile,  won  by  Workman,  Cam- 
bridge -time  1  minute  and  55  3  5 
seconds.  Quarter  mile,  won  by  Rust, 
Harvard— time  50  seconds.  One  ni'le

miles,  won  by  Workman,  Cambridge.
